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NEW COAST GUARD PERIODICAL TO COVER SAFETY ACTIVITIES 
OF COAST GUARD AFFECTING THE MERCHANT MARINE 


Beginning in January 1944, the ma- 
terial which has been published in the 
Coast GUARD BULLETIN under the head- 
ing “Merchant Marine Inspection Ac- 
tivities,” will form a part of a new 
Coast Guard publication to be entitled 
“Proceedings of the Merchant Marine 
Council.” This new publication, to be 
issued monthly, will be devoted to the 
activities of the Coast Guard concern- 
ing and affecting safety of navigation 
in the United States Merchant Marine 
and other shipping entering the ports 
of this country. It will be mailed, upon 
request, to all persons having a need 
for information upon the Coast Guard’s 
activities in this field. 

“Proceedings of the Merchant Marine 
Council” will contain reports of the 
meetings of the Merchant Marine Coun- 
ceil and of its local panels. It will in- 
elude articles summarizing useful in- 
formation gained from -the Coast 
Guard’s investigations of casualties 
and material bearing on the general 
Subject of safety at sea. It will also 
contain reprints of all regulations af- 
fecting the Merchant Marine promul- 
gated or enforced by the service, and 
amendments thereto. Merchant Ma- 
rine personnel statistics will be pub- 
lished in tabular form, as well as lists 
of equipment approved by the Com- 
mandant for use aboard merchant ves- 
sels. Circular letters issued by the 
Coast Guard to its enforcement officers 
and to the industry will be reprinted, 
together with any explanatory matter 
deemed appropriate. Articles of gen- 
eral information will also appear cover- 
ing the maintenance of lighthouses, 
lightships, radicbeacons, buoys, and 
other aids to marine navigation, as well 
as matters of interest in connection 





with port security. General articles 
will include excerpts from addresses of 
the Commandant having to do with 
Merchant Marine affairs, and articles 
by officers of the Coast Guard and the 
Merchant Marine upon subjects related 
to safety in merchant shipping. 


COORDINATOR FOR PACIFIC 
COAST ACTIVITIES 
APPOINTED 


Responsibility for coordinating all 
Coast Guard activities on the Pacific 
Coast has recently been delegated to 
Rear Admiral Edward D. Jones by Vice 
Admiral Russell R. Waesche, Comman- 
dant of the U. S. Coast Guard. Rear 
Admiral Jones, as the direct representa- 
tive of the Commandant, with the title 
of Pacific Coast Coordinator, wil! co- 
ordinate all activities of the Coast Guard 
in the 11th, 12th, 13th (Seattle), and 
13th (Ketchikan), Naval Districts. 
Rear Admiral Jones has been serving as 
Coordinator of Captain of the Port Ac- 
tivities for the Pacific Coast since March 
1942, and also as Western Inspector. 

As Pacific Coast Coordinator, Rear 
Admiral Jones will promote a uniform 
interpretation and general understand- 
ing of Headquarters policies and direc- 
tives, especially those regarding Mer- 
chant Marine Inspection and Port Se- 
curity Activities. Problems arising 
through the administration of Coast 
Guard policies will be carefully ana- 
lyzed, and necessary modifications or 
clarifications of such policies will be rec- 
ommended to Headquarters. He will 
also foster the interchange of practical 
experience and viewpoints among the 
districts. Activities of the various dis- 
tricts will be coordinated, and arrange- 
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ments will be made for the joint use of 
facilities. 

A very important duty of the Pacific 
Cvast Coordinator will be to maintain 
close contacts with the shipping indus- 
try, maritime labor, and the officers of 
the War Shipping Administration on the 
Pacific Coast, with a view to fostering 
complete understanding between the 
Coast Guard and those directly affected 
by regulations which it prescribes and 
enforces. 


PILOT RULES IN COMBINED 
FORM NOW AVAILABLE 
FOR DISTRIBUTION 


An additional supply of the new pub- 
lication “Nautical Rules of the Road,” 
previously announced in the August edi- 
tion of the Coast GuARD BULLETIN, has 
been received by Headquarters, and 
copies are now available upon request 
without charge. Requests should be 
addressed to the Commandant, Coast 
Guard Headquarters, Washington, 
D. C. 

The new publication, containing 136 
printed pages and many illustrations, is 
a novel presentation of a familiar sub- 
ject, previously to be studied in its en- 
tirety only by consulting several of the 
documents known as the Pilot Rules, 
It brings together in comparative form 
the international rules, the inland rules, 
the pilot rules for the Great Lakes, 
and the pilot rules for the western riv- 
ers. It contains only the essence of 
these rules and regulations, enacting 
clauses, references to penalties for vio- 
lations, and all similar matter being 
omitted. 

On the premise that the navigator, 
when passing from waters covered by 
one set of rules to waters covered by 
another, must know the differences in 
the requirements, or assure himself that 
there is no difference, the rules for each 
individual situation are brought to- 
gether for quick comparison. By classi- 
fying the material by “situations” 
rather than by jurisdictions, the differ- 
ences in the rules, where such exist, 
are readily determined. In most cases 
it has been possible to completely cover 
a “situation” on a single page, the 
words of the four sets of rules upon 
this one subject appearing one below 
the other. 

The material contained in this pub- 
lication has been divided into five main 
chapters, namely; Rules of the Road, 
Lights on Vessels. Sound Signals in 
Thick Weather, Daymarks, and Mo- 
torboats. These are subdivided into 
many topics, which bring together the 
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wording of each set of rules upon that 
topic. For example, under the chapter 
“Lights on Vessels,” one of the topics 
is “Vessels Towing.” Here will be 
found the applicable wording from the 
four sets of rules. If the requirements 
under all four sets of rules are ‘idénti- 
cal, or if they differ, the facts become 
immediately apparent. In this partic- 
ular case, as in many others, a full-page 
color illustration faces the page of text. 


DIRECTOR OF FORMER BUREAU 
OF MARINE INSPECTION AND 
NAVIGATION RETIRES 


Capt. Richard Stockton Field, U. 8S. N., 
Chairman of the Merchant Marine Coun- 
cil, and assistant to Vice Admiral R. R. 
Waesche, Commandant of the United 
States Coast Guard, in matters pertain- 
ing to marine inspection activities, was 
retired by the Navy Department for 
physical disability on October 31. Cap 
tain Field has been serving as assistant 
to Vice Admiral Waesche, since the 
transfer of certain personnel and func- 
tions of the Bureau of Marine Inspection 
and Navigation from the Department of 
Commerce to the Coast Guard in Febru- 
ary, 1942, and was previously the Direc- . 
tor of that Bureau. 

Captain Field served as chairman of 
the Merchant Marine Council which acts 
as a fact-finding and advisory facility for 
the Commandant in connection with the 
discharge of the functions and responsi- 
bilities of the Coast Guard relating to or 
affecting the maritime industry. 

Captain Field, at that time holding the 
rank of commander on the retired list, 
was appointed Director of the Bureau of 
Marine Inspection and Navigation by 
Secretary of Commerce Daniel C. Roper 
on September 1, 1937, following his re- 
tirement from the United States Navy 
because of disability incurred in the line 
of duty. He served in a civilian capacity 
until July 1942 when he was recalled to 
active duty by the Navy Department, 
promoted to the rank of captain, and 
assigned to service with the Coast Guard. 

Captain Field was born in Pocahontas, 
Miss., June 9, 1890. In 1907 he was ap- 
pointed to the United States Naval Acad- 
emy, and after graduating in 1911 he 
served continuously in the Navy until 
his retirement in 1937. 

More than half of his active naval 
career was spent at sea, where at vari- 
ous times he served as watch officer, 
engineer and repair officer, navigator, 
commanding officer on destroyers, and 
on the staff of an admiral. Ashore, he 
has been an instructor in seamanship at 
the Naval Academy, aide to the Super- 
intendent of the Naval Gun Factory, and 
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inspector-instructor of Naval Reservists. 
While on duty in the Office of the Chief 
of Naval Operations in 1934, he acted as 
liaison officer on Merchant Marine Af- 
fairs with the Shipping Board and the 
Department of Commerce, and was a 
member of the Inter-Departmental Mer- 
chant Marine Policy Committee which 
recommended the shipping policy out of 
which developed the present Maritime 
Commission. He is a graduate of the 
United States Naval War College. 


HOSPITAL APPRENTICE 
RATING ESTABLISHED 
IN ENLISTED GRADES 


The rating of Hospital Apprentice has 
been newly established in the Coast 
Guard, and will be given to all personnel 
undergoing Pharmacist’s Mate training, 
as well as personnel, both male and 
female, who are striking for a Pharma- 
cist’s Mate rating. The new rating is 
available in two classes, first and sec- 
ond, which are comparable to seaman 
first class and seaman second class. 

To secure a rating as Hospital Ap- 
prentice, second class, an enlisted man 
must have successfully completed 2 years 
of high school or its equivalent, and have 
shown aptitude for the work of the Hos- 
pital Corps. In addition to these re- 
quirements, a Hospital Apprentice, first 
class, will be examined in the following 
subjects: anatomy and physiology, minor 
surgery and first aid, nursing ward man- 
agement, operating room and surgical 
technique, materia medica and therapeu- 
tics, hygiene and sanitation. 


HANDBOOK OF GENERAL 
ORDERS NOW ISSUED TO 
COAST GUARD POLICE 


To enable the members of the Coast 
Guard Police, engaged in guarding de- 
fense plants, to realize more clearly the 
basic difference between the customary 
terms of employment as plant guards 
and their new status as members of a 
military service, the Coast Guard has 
just published a small handbook en- 
titled “General Orders for Coast Guard 
Police.” This handbook is for use in the 
instruction of the police, a responsibility 
of the Navy. The preface succinctly sets 
forth the status of the Coast Guard 
Police, as evidenced by the following ex- 
cerpts: 

Having been enrolled in the Coast Guard 
Reserve (T) as Coast Guard Police. you wi'l 
be, for military purposes, commanded, drilled, 
and instructed as military units. 

All members of the Coast Guard Police are 
governed by the Articles for the Government 
of the United States Navy and may be court- 
martialed or otherwise punished for viola- 
tion thereof. 
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The chief of your guard force is a regular 
commissioned officer of the Coast Guard Re- 
serve and your orders will come from him 
after consultation with management, where 
practicable. 

‘Lhe m.ssion of this guard force is to pro- 
vide protection for this plant. In addition to 
its normal functions the force or any mem- 
ber thereof, whether on or off duty, is avail- 
able for military use in any emergency 
whether it be the result of flood, conflagra- 
tion, or other disaster; internal disorders 
hazardous to the plant property or its pro- 
duction ; or enemy action of any nature. No 
conflicting interest of any kind will be per- 
mitted to interfere with the successful ac- 
complishment of this mission. 

The Government of the United States re- 
gards the protection of this plant and its 
production as essential in e successful 
prosecution of the war. 


CAPTAIN RUSSELL L. LUCAS 
DIES AT NORFOLK 


Capt. Russell Lord Lucas, U. S. C. G., 
died at Norfolk, Va., on November 13, 
1943, and was buried at Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery on November 16. At 
the time of his death, Captain Lucas was 
Assistant District Coast Guard Officer 
of the Fifth Naval District, Norfolk, Va., 
and was serving as president of the 
Coast Guard Retiring Board in that 
district. 

Captain Lucas was born on July 24, 
1887, at Pierce, Nebr. He enlisted in 
the United States Navy as an apprentice 
seaman in 1904, and served with the 
Asiatic Fleet in the Philippine Islands, 
Japan, and China, until his honorable 
discharge in 1907. He entered the 
United States Revenue Cutter Service 
School of Instruction, now the Coast 
Guard Academy, as a cadet in 1908, and 
was commissioned an ensign in 1911. 
Rising through the various ranks, he was 
promoted to captain in December 1941. 

From 1913 to 1920, Captain Lucas 
served aboard the Cutter Bear in Alas- 
kan waters and on the Pacific Coast of 
the United States. During this period 
he held a commission as Special United 
States Deputy Marshall, and acted as 
coroner, probate judge, and justice of the 
peace in the Second Division, District 
of Alaska. From 1922 to 1924, he was 
Inspector of Coast Guard Stations, 
Fourth and Fifth Districts, which com- 
prised Long Island and New Jersey. 
During the season of 1935, he served on 
the International Ice Patrol in command 
of the Cutter Pontchartrain. The fol- 
lowing year he served as commander, 
International Ice Patrol Force. In No- 
vember 1986 he was placed in command 
of one of the Coast Guard’s largest cut- 
ters, the Campbell, which command he 
held until he was assigned to the Coast 
Guard’s Norfolk District as Chief of 
Staff. 
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VETERAN COAST GUARD FLYER 
AWARDED DISTINGUISHED 
FLYING CROSS 


The Distinguished Flying Cross has 
been awarded to Commander Richard 
L. Burke, U. 8S. C. G., by Secretary of 
the Navy Frank Knox. The award was 
made in recognition of Commander 
Burke’s heroism and extraordinary 
achievements while in command of the 
United States Coast Guard Air Station 
at Elizabeth City, N. C. 

Commander Burke's citation states: 

For heroism and extraordinary achieve- 
ment as Commanding Omcer ou: the Luiind 
States Coast Guard Air Station at Elizabeth 
City, North Carolina, and as Commander of 
an Aviation Task Unit of the Chesapeake Air 
Patrol during the entire period of his service 
since the United States entered the war. 
Participating in numerous antisubmarine and 
convoy protective patrols, in addition to 
many rescue, assistance and hospitalization 
flights, Commander Burke constantly exer- 
cised keen judgment, expert airmanship skill 
and great initiative under extremely adverse 
conditions. On one occasion he rescued seven 
German survivors from a destroyed enemy 
submarine. Electing to land on the open sea 
in waves estimated at eight feet high, Com- 
mander Burke, on another occasion, effected 
the transfer, from a ship to his plane, of a 
United States Navy enlisted man who was 
urgentiy in need of an emergency operation 
and had to be transported immediately to a 
shore hospital. Despite major damage suf- 
fered by his plane dv»ring the latter under- 
taking, Commander Burke carried out his 
mission successfully and heroically. His cool 
courage and unswering devotion to duty at 
all times as pilot in charge of aircraft con- 
stituted an inspiring example to the forces 
under his command. 


REGULATIONS FOR SHIPBOARD 
HANDLING OF EXPLOSIVES 
PUBLISHED IN BOOKLET 


A new publication setting forth the 
regulations promulgated by the Coast 
Guard for the handling of explosives 
aboard vessels has recently been issued 
by the Coast Guard and is available 
upon request to the Commandant, Coast 
Guard Headquarters, Washington, D. C. 

Entitled “Regulations Governing 
Transportation of Military Explosives 
on Board Vessels During Present Emer- 
gency,” the new publication outlines the 
proper methods to be employed in the 
stowing, packing, marking, and dunnag- 
ing of explosives aboard vessels. Also 
covered are lights, tools, and cargo 
working equipment; fires and fire pro- 
tection; preparation of magazines, 
decks, hatches, and holds for handling 
military explosives; location of maga- 
zines and ammunition stowage; specifi- 
cations for the construction of maga- 
zines; and many other related topics. 

Included in the publication is a table 
whose columns show the various classes 
of explosives, a brief description of 
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each, the hazards involved in handling 
them, where and how they should be 
stowed, areas in which they may be 
loaded, and how they should be handled. 


PARACHUTE RESCUE GROUP 
ORGANIZED FOR SERVICE 
IN ALASKAN AREA 


To perform more effectively one of 
its important functions, that of saving 
human life, the Coast Guard has re- 
cently organized a parachute rescue 
group to speed to the aid of persons 
involved in airplane crashes and other 
accidents in isolated Alaskan areas. 
The group, under the direction of Chief 
Boatswain Arthur Hook, will be at- 
tached to the Coast Guard repair base 
at Ketchikan, Alaska, 

The 10 Coast Guardsmen comprising 
the rescue group have completed their 
training at Seeley Lake, Mont., where 
they were given a complete course in 
parachuting by Chief Boatswain Hook, 
who, as a civilian, toured the country 
as a featured parachutist. 

After a thorough preliminary course 
of training, the Coast Guardsmen made 
many jumps from 1,400 and 2,000 feet. 
Jumps from 3,500 feet were also made 
to give each man experience in “slip- 
ping” his parachute, a method by which 
the direction of descent may be guided 
to a certain extent. Five of the 10 
men came within 200 feet of the target 
in their first experience with that phase 
of jumping. During bad weather they 
learned to rig parachutes and to keep 
them in good working condition 


PETTY OFFICER RATING OF 
CHAPLAIN’S ASSISTANT 


ESTABLISHED 


A new specialist rating, that of Chap- 
lain’s Assistant, has been established in 
the Coast Guard. With about six addi- 
tional chaplains being assigned to the 
Coast Guard each month by the Chief 
of Chaplains of the Navy, a specialist 
rating of this kind has become increas- 
ingly important. The new rating has 
been established in the chief, first, sec- 
ond, and third class petty officer grades, 
and will be designated by the letter “W” 
within a diamond shape outline as the 
specialty mark of the rating badge. 

To qualify for the new rating, enlisted 
men must have-a high school education 
or its equivalent, complete a course at 
the Navy Chaplains School established 
at The College of William and Mary, 
Williamsburg, Va., and be able to fill 
certain musical and clerical require- 
ments, depending on rating. In addi- 
tion, a Chief Specialist (W) must have 
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had 18 months’ previous experience as 
a Chaplains Assistant; a Specialist, first 
class (W), 12 months’ experience; and 
a Specialist, second class (W), six 
months’ experience. 

Chaplains are being assigned to the 
Coast Guard as rapidly as possible, on 
the basis of 1 chaplain to every 1,250 
enlisted men. They are being attached 
to transports manned by Coast Guards- 
men, to Coast Guard Training Stations, 
and to District Coast Guard offices. 
Each chaplain has a Coast Guardsman 
as his assistant. 


COAST GUARDSMEN ELIGIBLE 
FOR HONORABLE SERVICE 
LAPEL BUTTONS 


Honorable Service lapel buttons will 
soon be available for gratuitous issue 
to officers and enlisted personnel of the 
Coast Guard and regular members of 
the Coast Guard Reserve, including the 
Women’s Reserve, upon separation or 
discharge from the service. Temporary 
members of the Coast Guard Reserve 
are not eligible to wear the button. 
The buttons are identical to those which 
will be issued to Army, Navy, and Ma- 
rine Corps personnel. 

Enlisted personnel of the Coast Guard 
receiving an honorable, ordinary, spe- 
cial order, or inaptitude discharge, with 
character “good,” on or after September 
9, 1939, are entitled to receive this lapel 
button. The new button will be issued 
in addition to the United States Coast 
Guard Honorable Discharge Buttons 
which are issued to enlisted personnel 
upon their honorable discharge from 
the service. The button will not be is- 
sued to enlisted men discharged during 
the present war for the purpose of re- 
enlistment, however. 

Enlisted personnel who are already 
discharged or are subsequently dis- 
charged without having received the 
button may present themselves in per- 
son to any District Coast Guard officer, 
exhibiting their certificates of dis- 
charge as identification, in order to ob- 
tain a button, or they may apply in 
writing to the Commandant, Coast 
Guard Headquarters, Washington, 
D. C., enclosing their discharge certifi- 
cate. 

Officers who have been separated 
from the service under honorable con- 
ditions, since September 9, 1939, may 
apply for buttons in person or in writ- 
ing as authorized for former enlisted 
personnel. In lieu of discharge certifi- 


cates, applications of officers will in- 
clude the original or one certified copy 
of the orders placing them on an inac- 
tive status. 
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NEW EDITIONS OF PILOT 
RULES FOR LAKES AND 
WESTERN RIVERS READY 


New editions of the Pilot Rules for the 
Great Lakes and for the Western Rivers 
have just been issued by the United 
States Coast Guard. They may be ob- 
tained from local district offices of the 
service or upon written request to the 
Commandant, Coast Guard Headquar- 
ters, Washington, D. C. 

The Great Lakes Pilot Rules, officially 
entitled “Pilot Rules for the Great Lakes 
and Their Connecting and Tributary 
Waters and the St. Marys River,” re- 
places both a similar publication bear- 
ing the date August, 1942, and the De- 
partment of Commerce Circular No, 231, 
entitled “Rules to Prevent Collisions of 
Vessels on the Great Lakes.” The new 
edition is substantially the same as that 
last published. The new title brings out 
more clearly the fact that this edition, 
as did the previous edition, includes the 
anchorage and navigation regulations 
for the St. Marys River. 

The Western River Pilot Rules, offi- 
cially entitled “Pilot Rules for the Rivers 
Whose Waters Flow Into The Gulf of 
Mexico and Their Tributaries and the 
Red River of the North,” replaces a sim- 
ilar publication dated August, 1942. 

The rules and regulations contained in 
these publications are for preventing 
collisions, and must be followed in the 
navigation of all public and private ves- 
sels of the United States on the waters 
which they cover. 


COMMITMENT OF EMPLOYMENT 
NOW REQUIRED TO SECURE 
SERVICE CERTIFICATE 


An agreement has been reached be- 
tween the War Shipping Administration 
and. the Coast Guard regarding the 
procedure to be followed in the issuing 
of certificates of service to applicants 
for berths in the Merchant Marine. In 
order to avoid the issuance of certifi- 
cates to men without previous experi- 
ence in excess of a number sufficient to 
meet the week-to-week needs of the 
American Merchant Marine, it has been 
decided that applicants for certificates of 
service in entry ratings in the Merchant 
Marine must now submit to the Coast 
Guard, along with their application, a 
commitment of employment signed by an 
authorized representative of the Re- 
cruitment and Manning Organization of 
the War Shipping Administration or by 
their prospective employer. All district 
Coast Guard officers were recently given 
instructions on the procedure to be fol- 
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lowed in the issuing of these certificates 
of service and it is expected that a more 
effective utilization of manpower and 
shipping will result. 

Under the new procedure, an appli- 
eant for a certificate of service in an 
entry rating or for an endorsement cov- 
ering another such rating must show 
that he has a commitment of employ- 
ment as a member of the crew of a mer- 
chant vessel in a capacity covered by the 
certificate or endorsement for which he 
is applying. 

In any case where the applicant is 
to be a member of the crew of a vessel 
which is owned by or under the control 
of the War Shipping Administration, the 
required showing of commitment of em- 
ployment must consist of a statement 
in writing notifying the Coast Guard of 
his contemplated employment. Such 
statement must be presented to the Coast 
Guard at the time application is made 
for the issuance of the required certifi- 
eate of service and must be signed by 
the port representative of the Recruit- 
ment and Manning Organization of the 
War Shipping Administration. In ports 
wherein the Recruitment and Manning 
Organization does not have a represent- 
ative, the statement must be signed by 
the appropriate employer and must con- 
tain a certification that the man has a 
commitment of immediate employment 
as a member of a crew of a named ves- 
sel in that port. 

In any case where the applicant is to 
be a member of the crew of a vessel not 
controlled by the War Shipping Admin- 
istration, the required showing of com- 
mitment of employment shall consist uf 
a statement in writing from the master 
or other appropriate representative of 
the owner certifying that the applicant 
will be immediately employed in a ca- 
pacity covered by the certificate or en- 
dorsement applied for. , 

Certificates of service will be issned 
to members of the crews of Great Lakes 
vessels in ratings in which no profes- 
sional examination is required, only 
after he has shown that he has a com- 
mitment of immediate employment as a 
member of the crew of a Great Lakes 
merchant vessel in a capacity covered 
by the certificate for which he is apply- 
ing. Certificates of service issued to 
cover employment on the Great Lakes 
vessels will be endorsed “Great Lakes 
Only,” and the certificate will not au- 
thorize the holder thereof to serve as a 
member of the crew of a vessel other 
than a Great Lakes vessel. 

The War Shipping Administration has 
directed that the following order of 
precedence of employment of men in the 
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entry ratings on vessels under the con- 
trol of the Administration be observed: 

Qualified experienced men: Seamen 
holding certificates of service in the en- 
try ratings who have had not less than 
3 months’ experience in service at sea 
within 2 years preceding their applica- 
tion for or assignment to employment on 
any such vessel. 

Trained men: Men who have success- 
fully completed courses of training ap- 
proved by the War Shipping Administra- 
tiontand the United States Coast Guard 
and for whom the Recruitment and Man- 
ning Organization of the War Shipping 
Administration has requested the issu- 
ance of certificates of service in the rat- 
ings for which no professional examina- 
tion is required. 

Men without nautical experience or 
training: The best qualified men avail- 
able for specific positions who have had 
no nautical training or previous experi- 
ence in service at sea. 


ENGINEERING AND VESSEL 
INSPECTION REGULATIONS 
AVAILABLE UPON REQUEST 


New editions of the publications en- 
titled “Marine Engineering Regulations 
and Material Specifications” and “‘Gen- 
eral Rules and Regulations for Vessel 
Inspection, Ocean and Coastwise,” have 
just been published by the United 
States Coast Guard. 

The new edition of “Marine Engineer- 
ing Regulations and Material Specifi- 
cations” supersedes the publication of 
the same title dated February, 1942, 
which was issued by the former Bureau 
of Marine Inspection and Navigation. 
It includes all the amendments to the 
reguiations which have been published 
in the Federal Register through August 
1, 1943. The regulations and specifica- 
tions contained in this publication set 
forth the requirements covering boilers, 
pressure vessels, and appurtenances, in- 
cluding castings, steam piping, valves, 
mountings, etc., and their design, con- 
struction, installation, and inspection. 

The new publication, “General Rules 
and Regulations for Vessel Inspection 
Ocean and Coastwise,” supersedes the 
publication entitled “Ocean and Coast- 
wise, General Rules and Regulations 
Prescribed by fhe Board of Supervising 
Inspectors,” dated February 1942 which 
was issued by the former Bureau of 
Marine Inspection and Navigation. 

The rules and regulations in these 
publications are applicable to all mer- 
chant vessels. They are principally 
the requirements for peacetime opera- 
tions. The supplemental wartime reg- 
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ulations are contained in another pub- 
lication, entitled “Regulations Appli- 
eable to Certain Vessels and Shipping 
During Emergency.” 

These publications are of special in- 
terest to ship owners, operators, build- 
ers, vessel operating forces, and other 
persons affected by the navigation and 
inspection laws and regulations. Copies 
may be obtained from local district of- 
fices of the service, or upon written re- 
quest to the Commandant, United 
States Coast Guard, Washington, D. C. 


SPARS WILL SERVE AS LINK 
TRAINER INSTRUCTORS AND 
PARACHUTE RIGGERS 


Enlisted members of the Coast Guard 
SPARS will soon be performing addi- 
tional duties for the aviation branch of 
the service. Link Trainer instructors 
and parachute riggers will be selected 
from SPAR enlisted personnel and after 
special training will be assigned to these 
duties at Coast Guard air stations. 

Bighteen SPARS have been selected 
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for training as Link Trainer instructors. 
Divided into two groups, the first group 
of nine began the 10-week training 
course at the Link Instrument Trainer 
Instructors School, Naval Air Station, 
Atlanta, Ga., on November 4. The sec- 
ond group of nine began their training 
at the same school on November 18. 
Upon the sucessful completion of the 
course, they will be assigned to Coast 
yuard air stations, to instruct student 
pilots in instrument flying. 

Highteen other SPARS have been se- 
lected for training as parachute riggers. 
The first class of nine began a 12—-week 
course at the Parachute Riggers School, 
Naval Air Station, Lakehurst, N. J., 
on November 1. The second class of nine 
began training on December 1, at the 
same school. On assignment to Coast 
Guard air stations after successfully 
completing training, their duties will in- 
clude packing, maintaining, and repair- 
ing parachutes, life rafts, life jackets, 
and cargo chutes, inspecting parachutes, 
and repairing fabric equipment used in 
aviation.

AMENDMENTS TO SUBCHAPTER O-—-REGULATIONS APPLICABLE TO 
CERTAIN VESSELS AND SHIPPING DURING EMERGENCY 


The Commandant, United States Coast Guard, has promulgated two umend- 
ments to Supchapter O during the period from October 16, 1943, to November 15, 
1943. The following new regulations regarding steel plate flanges.and oxy- 
acetylene pressure welding are alternate provisions to the appropriate regula- 
tions contained in Marine Engineering and Material Specifications (46 C. F. R., 
Subchapter F) and are now in effect. 


Part 151—Maxine ENGINEERING, MATERIALS; KeguLstions. Dukrnc EMERGENéy 


Part 151 is amended by the addition of a new section 151.13 reading as follows: 

Section 151.13 Flanges, steel plate——Flanges without hubs cut and machined 
from steel plate may be used for Class II piping services provided they comply 
with the following requirements: 

(a) The plate shall be of good weldable quality made by the open hearth or 
electric furnace process and shall have a’ minimum tensile strength of 5,000 
pounds per square inch, a yield point not‘less than 0.5 of the tensile strength 





and an elongation in 8 inches of not less than 1,500,000. The carbon 
- . tensile strength : 
561854—43——-2 : : 225 
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content shall not exceed 0.33 percent, the sulphur content shall not exceed 0.05 
percent and the phosphorus content shall not exceed 0.06 percent acid and 0.04 
percent basic. 

(b) The flange dimensions shall comply with those for 150-pound A. S. A. 
standard flanges as given in table P-3 of part 55 of this chapter. 

(c) The flanges shall be attached to pipes by means of full strength fillet welds 
on both the face and the back of the flanges. 

(d) Such flanges need not be marked as required by section 55.18-3 (s) (1) 
of this chapter, but when shipped shall be accompanied by an affidavit stating 
that they comply with the regulations in this part. The affidavit shall be kept 
on file by .the shipbuilder or repair yard for examination and checking by the 
inspectors. (8 F. R..15331, November 6, 1943 


Part 151 is amended by the addition of a new section 151.50 reading as follows: 

Section 151.50 Oay-acetylene pressure welding—The welding process known 
as oxy-acetylene pressure welding may be used for ‘the fabrication of Class I 
piping, tubing and/or fittings. (8 F. R. 15331, November 6, 1943)
